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The Wisdom of 
Soul Winning

“The fruit of the righteous is 
a tree of life; and he that winneth 
souls is wise.”—Prov. 11:30. 


A lad who became a cabin boy 
on a vessel showed from the be- 
ginning that he was a Christian. 
The sailors, including the captain, 
were all ungodly. “You just wait, 
lad; some day when thé ocean is 
peaceful, we will take all this re- 
ligion out of you!” 

One day the test came. The 
sailors nailed a chair at the end 
of a long plank and tied the boy 
into the chair, saying, “Now, lad, 
unless you give up your faith in 
Christ, we’re going to drown you!” 

The boy replied, “I cannot give 
up my faith in Christ.” 

The sailors put the boy under 
the water four times. But each 
time he replied, “I cannot give 
up my faith in Christ.” By the 
fourth time he was nearly choked 
with water. 

The captain said, “All right 
boys, don’t drown the lad; take 
him up!” . 

They put him to bed and gave 
him some hot coffee, and _ said, 
“Son, as soon as you feel better, 
we all want to know how you 
did that!” 

After some time the lad was 
feeling strong again. He soon led 
the captain and all the crew to 
Christ! It almost cost him his life. 
But his willingness to suffer was 
surely rewarded. It will cost you 
something if you want to win 
souls. You “will be rewarded by 
God our Father in proportion to 
your willingness to suffer for His 
name’s sake. Will you do it by His 
grace? 

Truly effective soul winners 
must have a working Knowledge 
of the .Word of God, and know 
how to present the truth with 
clarity and with wisdom. Some- 
times a few verses may be more 
effective to win some soul than 
to become too wordy in the dis- 
cussion. This will take time, study, 
and application to the revelation 
of God concerning sin, Heaven, 
Hell, Christ’s death, and His power 
to save souls. He is, after all, the 
One who does the saving of a 
soul. We must learn of Him, “For 
he is meek and lowly in heart” 
(Matt. 11:28-30). 


Why Some Do Not Win Souls 


There are several reasons why 
some Christians are not soul win- 
ners. There is a lack of passion 
for souls. Concern for the lost is 
“the missing link.” There is a 


lack of power from the Holy Spirit 
in the life. He does not have full 
co-operation so far as the believer 
is concerned. There is a lack of 
wisdom in the approach and the 
methods of soul winning. Some-

times there is a lack of courage 
to appeal to sinners to accept Je- 
sus Christ as a personal Saviour. 
There may be a lack of love for 
souls, because one cannot see what 
God sees in the souls everywhere. 


Many Christians are too busy 
with secular things, the cares of 
this life, and even friends and 
relatives, to win souls. Such may 
have time to do anything which 
they feel should be done. It is to 
be admitted that “church work” 
is not ‘necessarily soul winning. 
It is to be admitted that “busy 
activity” is not soul winning. Be- 
longing to, church organizations, 
good as that may be, and even 
attending their meetings, may not 
be soul winning. Many times at- 
tention to these as the ONLY 
method of serving God becomes a 
ground for self-sufficiency so that 
soul winning is left to the pas- 
tor, the evangelist, the mission- 
ary, or some other church leader. 
John 15:1-7 indicates that we are 
all branches in the true vine, Je- 
sus Christ. We are to bear fruit, 
more fruit, and much fruit. This 
is accomplished by abiding in 
Christ. We become living branch- 
es in a living vine, Jesus Christ. 
Then we'll bear abundant fruit. 

Some do not win souls because 
they have a very deficient knowl- 
edge of the Bible, and do not 
know how to handle it in dealing 
with souls. Every Christian should 
avail himself of the wealth of

All of us tend to put things off. 
Many of us neglect our corres- 
pondence, we neglect to order coal 
or oil until we are almost out. In 
these matters neglect may make 
more work, bring inconveniénce or 
cause embarrassment.

of The Wichita Hagle, we here 
reproduce Dr. Dahlberg’s defense 
and with Editor Noel Smith’s 
written permission, we quote his 
brilliant answer. | 

Now consider the evidence and 
answer the question. Is the Na- 
tional Council of Churches pro- 
communist in its activities and 
influence? I do not ask whether 
Dr. Dahlberg is himself a com- 
munist. I do not ask whether 
Bishop Oxnam and Eugene Carson 
Blake and other such leaders are 
themselves communists. That no 


dictatorships is to crush out all 
our liberties. Many of us have 
friends in the mission fields who 
have suffered years of imprison- 
ment at the hands of Communists, 
and even martyrdom. It is un- 
thinkable that we would betray 
their memory by any affiliation 
with a Communist cause,” he con- 
tinued. 

The St. Louis minister, who 
himself is a Baptist minister, con- 
tinued in a voice deep with emo- 
tion: “In my own case I have 
a medical missionary son whose 
mission- hospita! in upper Burma 
is only 60 miles from the Chinese 
border. Every day he must assist 
refugees who come down out of 
Communist “hina, making their 
escape from. the collectivistic 
farm program of Red China. 


Son in Peril 


“My son’s work would be the 
first to be swept out of existence 
should the Red tide pour down 
out of Communist China into 
Burma. It would be a betrayal of 
my own flesh and blood if I were 
to support in any way the subver- 
sive activities of which some dis- 
loyal Americans have been 
guilty,” Dr. Dahlberg added. 

Dr. Dahlberg,then was asked 
about charges contained in pam- 
phlets issued by a group of 10 
deacons in the First Baptist con- 
croversy.

The minister was asked about 
charges made by radio commenta- 
tor Fultan Lewis Jr., that he had 
written a letter of intercession for 
atomic spy Morton Sobell.

Statement Twisted 


His reply: “This is another ex- 
ample of the perverted and twisted 
way in which statements afe tak- 
en all out of context. The same 
groups active in this country also 
are active. overseas and had print- 
ed in advance of my coming to 
Formosa that I was pro-Commun-

tion, charged that the  WNa- 
tional Council of Churches “is a 
Communist organization’; that 
Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam “is a 
Communist sympathizer’; _ that 
Dr. Dahlberg “is a Communist 
sympathizer.” 

I have never charged, directly 
or by implication, any organiza- 
tion, any man, any woman with 
béing a Communist, or with be- 
ing a Communist sympathizer un- 
less I had conclusive evidence in 
my hands. 

I have charged, I do now charge, 
I shall continue to charge that 
these mentioned—and scores more 
—have, by their attitudes, by their 
silence, by their words, by their 
acts, given more aid and comfort 
to the cause of international Com- 
munism than almost any other 
segment of our population. 

Whether they have done this, 
whether they are now doing it, 
whether they will continue to do 
it wittingly or unwittingly, is a 
question everybody has the right 
and obligation to decide for him- 
self. For myself, I don’t consider 
it one way or the other; I deal 
with the authenticated record. 

But regardless of whether they 
do it wittingly or unwittingly, the 
effect is the same. I am concerned 
with the effect. 

In the setond place, I don’t get 
righteously indignant when some- 
body criticizes “the clergy.” I don’t 


has suddenly become vicarious 
about these Baptist and Protes- 
tant and Jewish chaplains because 
Roman Catholic Sen. John Ken- 
nedy is running for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for President. 
And in this campaign—in con 
trast to the Al Smith campaign 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy is 
going to hold a sugar-teat before 
the Baptists and Protestants and 
Jews instead of throwing acid on 
them. I just can’t get up a cry— 
not even with the help of an onion 
—when a Roman Catholic cardinal 
suddenly begins to choke up about 
Protestant chaplains, 

I think criticism—‘‘constructive” 
and “destructive’’—is hea!thful for 
all of us; and I prefer the “de- 
structive” to the “constructive,” 
In my life, I have dished out a 
lot of it; and I have received a lot 
of it—express prepaid. To be hon- 
est about it, I am more indebted 
to the criticism than I am to the 
compliments I have received. I 
don’t happen to be the kind ol 
flabby, whining baby who expects 
to criticize and to receive only 
praise in return. And I never have, 
and never will, try to avoid legiti- 
mate criticism by hiding behind 
a clerical gown.

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Wake Forest Movie Cancelled 


In the April 1 issue of THE 
SWORD OF THE Lorp, I told of 
definite plans for the making of 
a Hollywood movie at Wake For- 
est College, a Southern Baptist 
educational institution in Winston- 
Salem, North Carolina, which is 
supported by funds from the Co- 
operative Program. The film, 
“High Time,” was to be produced 
by 20th Century Fox and star 
Bing Crosby, ‘Fabulous’ Fabian, 
the rock ‘n’ roll headliner, Carol 
Lynley, and an unnamed French 
actress to be identified later. The 
production manager for the movie 
and the dialogue coach were al- 
ready in Winston-Salem setting 
up the start of the picture. 

In announcing the plans, I ex- 
pressed hope that the Baptist 
ministers who rose up in protest 
over dancing at the same school 
—and got it banned from the 
campus—would again stand for 
right and decency, successfully ob- 
jecting to the film being made 
with a background provided by 
Baptist tithe money originally 
dedicated to the honor and glory 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


I am glad to be able to re- 
port now that the movie will not 
be made at Wake Forest. The 


plans for its production at that 
locale have been permanently can- 
celled and by the time you read 
these lines the film will probably 
have been completed on the West 
Coast. 

However, I am sad to report 
that the cancellation was not due 
in any way whatsoever to spirit- 
ual convictions against a Holly- 
wood movie being made on a Bap- 
tist campus. There was absolute- 
ly no protest—either by college 
officials or Baptist clergymen in 
Southern Baptist Convention 
ranks—to the making of the movie 
at Wake Forest. The decision to 
film the picture elsewhere was 
made by 20th Century Fox and 
it invoked “expressions of regret” 
from representatives of the school. 

Wake Forest College President 
Harold W. Tribble went on record 
with the following statement for 
the press after receiving the news 
of the studio’s cancellation: “From 
the time the idea of making the 
motion picture on our campus was 
first suggested, the reaction has 
been one of cordial interest. Now 
the decision mot to make it here 
brings us disappointment.” 

When rumors started floating 
around Winston-Salem to the ef- 
fect that perhaps the Baptist 
preachers who brought about the 
dancing ban might have put their 
‘heavy collective foot down” with 
regard to the film making, Dr. 
Tribble issued another statement, 


saying: “There was no pressure 
applied in any way. I did not re- 
ceive a single letter or telephone 
call expressing opposition to the 
movie.” 


Here is a strange thing: Good 
Southern Baptists protested with 
strong words my exposing the 
plans for the tilm, yet not one 
of them protested to the college! 
Apparently the big sin is in having 
the audacity to point out error 
in a beloved denomination, not in 
the error itself! 

According to rewspaper reports, 
the “fly in the ointment” which 
caused 20th Century Fox to can- 
cel their plans centered around a 
college objection to the film's 
opening scene. The picture was 
scheduled to commence with a girl 
in the men’s dormitory doing a 
cha-cha-cha. A faculty member 
was supposed to iocate the dancing 
girl and-order her to leave. How- 
ever, the script called for the 
male students to lower a rope to 
the girl and pull her back into 
the dormitory after the faculty 
member left. Then there was to 
be more of the cha-cha-cha! 

The college protested the scene 
but the film company insisted that 
it was essential to the story. So 
college authorities gave their per- 
mission for the seene, along with 
several other ‘concessions’ of 
varying degrees of importance, on 
the condition that the studie agree 
to let them okay the girl’s attire 
for the dance and the dance it- 
self, 

That was when 20th Century 
Fox got tired of trying to deal 
with Baptists and washed their 
hands of the whole deal, saying, 
“We feel that parts of the action 
are not in consonance with the 

traditions of Wake Forest.” 

Thus ended the story of the bold 
attempt by the representatives of 
Wake Forest to bring Hollywood 
to a Baptist campus supported and 
maintained with Baptist tithe 
money given through the Co- 
operative Program of the South- 
ern Baptist Convention. 

Dr. Tribble, “disappointed” as he 
is, offers his “expressions of re- 
gret.”’

This, of course, does not 
profess to be a book of doctrine. 
These days there are a good many 
who are nominally conservative 
in theology, but with liberal 
friendships and viewpoints. Among 
the “great preachers” praised for 
long pastorates are Ralph Sock- 
man, Harry Emerson _ Fosdick, 
George A. Buttrick and Henry 
Sloane Coffin. In recommending 
books for preachers he says, “The 
books of Harry Emerson Fosdick 
are highly productive of devotional 
thought no matier what theologi- 
cal shade of opinion the reader 
may hold.” He says, “On theology 
we cannot doubt that the finest 
work is being done by liberal theo- 


logians as represented in Karl 
3arth. Emil Brunner, Paul Til- 
lich, the Niebuhr brothers, and 


others.” We do not agree with his 
praise for either the sermons or 
the theology of unbelievers and 
enemies of the Bible. In recom- 
mending commentaries he says, 
“The current favorite of recent

position in Bible interpretation.” 
He favorably refers to Norman 
Vincent Peale and John Suther- 
land Bonnell.

and to receive the same kind of 
consideration that I demand for 
myself. And so far as I am con- 
cerned, they shall have it. So far 
as I have been concerned, they 
have always had. it. I doubt if 
anybody is‘going to get to Heaven 
on the negations of the National 
Councilers or on the virtues of 
the fundamentalists. 

Let’s keep the atmosphere clean 
and wholesome and fight it out 
like men. If we give we ought to 
be willing to take. If I meet Bish- 
op Oxnam on a street in Heaven 
(and I won't unless he gets con- 
verted, which I hope he will), I 
don't want him to be able to look 
at me and say, “You hit me be- 
low the belt down there on earth.” 

And now back to Dr. Dahlberg’s 
defense. 

In the face of his record his 
defense is not at all convincing. 
Let’s examine his three main 
points. 


POINT NUMBER ONE 

He says it would be a-betrayal 
of his own flesh and_blood if he 
were to “support in any way the 
subversive activities of which some 
disloyal Americans have been guil- 
ty.” 


There Is the Case of 
Harry Bridges 


Harry Bridges (Alfred Renton] 


Bridges) was born in Melbourne, 
Australia, in 1900. He came to the 
United States in 1920 as an im- 
migrant seaman. In San Francisco, 
he became a longshoreman and 
militant labor organizer. In 1934, 
he led the West Coast maritime 
strike, which expanded 
into an abortive general strike. In 
1937, he became West Coast direc- 
tor of the CL. O. In 1939 pro- 
ceedings were instigated to deport 
him as an alien Communist, 

In 1940, ther House of Repre- 
sentatives passed a bill to deport 
him, which was ruled (in 1945) 
illegal by the Supreme Court. 
Bridges became a naturalized citi- 
zen in 1945. He supported Henry 
Wallace for President in 1948: in 
1948, he was ousted as C. I, O. 
regional head. 

In 1950, he was convicted and 
sentenced to a five-year term for 
swearing falsely at his 1945 na- 
turalization hearing that he had 
never been a member of the Com- 
munist Party. 

And so the final windup was 
that Bridges was convicted and 
sentenced to five years for swear- 
ing that he had never been a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party. 

On April 22, 1943, Dr. Dahlberg 
joined a group of radicals in sign- 
ing an open letter to President 
Roosevelt demanding that Bridges 
not be sent back to Australia. The 
letter that Dr. Dahlberg signed 


praised Bridges. Here is a para- 


graph of it: 


“Clearly, Mr. Bridges’ has 
aroused the animosity of an in- 
fluential minority because of his 
successful union activities and his 
political and economic beliefs. 
Equally clearly, the whole nation 
is today reaping the benefits of 
his union activity. We know that 
you, Mr. President, yourself a 
church man, believe with us that 
there is no more place in our 
American life for political and eco- 
nomic persecution than there is 


for religious persecution and vig- 


orous!y condemn heth as disrup- 
tive of our unity and subversive 
of our national effort.” 


And so, under the sweet and 
gentle handling of Dr. Dahlberg 
and his colleagues Harry Bridges 
suddenly undergoes a_ presto- 
change, Dr. Dahlberg and his 
friends furnishing the presto and 
Mr. Bridges the change. Mr. 
Bridges is being “persecuted” for 
his political and economic beliefs. 
Mr. Bridges is in the same pre- 
dicament as the martyrs who were 
persecuted for their religious be- 
liefs. Mr. Bridges is an asset to 


the unity of our nation in this’ 


time of war. We simply cannot af- 

ford to be without Mr. Bridges 

and his contributions. : 
But the C. I. O., later, had oth- 

er ideas of Mr. Bridges. And so 
id a jury of Mr. Bridges’ peers. 
nd so did a presiding judge. 


The McCarran. Act 


On Sept. 23; 1950, the Congress 
assed, over President Truman’s 
eto, what is known -ds the Mc- 


Carran Act. The act provided for 
registration of Communist and 
Communist-front organizations, 
and for the internment of Com- 
munists during national emergen- 
cies, and prohibited employment 
of Communists in national defense 
work. The act prohibited from er- 
try into the United States anyone 
who had been a member of a to- 
talitarian organization. 


The following March 28, the act 
was amended to give special con- 
sideration to anyone forced to join 
a totalitarian organization when 
he was under 16 and who joined it 
in order to live. 


The McCarran Act is a part of 
our great body of law governing 
immigration. Immigration comes 
under the denartment of internal 
security. Our immigration laws al- 
ways have been and are today 
among the most humane, consid- 
erate, and generous of any nation 
on this earth. From 1820 through 
1950, 39,325,482 people were ad- 
mitted to our country from all 
parts of the earth. There were 
621,704 from Europe; 31,780 from 
Asia, and 354,804 from the Ameri- 
cas. From 1941 through 1950. we 
permitted 1,035,039 people to come 
here from all parts of the world. 


In 1952, the entire field of im- 
migration and nationality laws was 
again codified by the McCarran- 
Walter Act of 1952, which became 
a law over President Truman’s 
veto. This act made all Asiatics 
eligible for naturalization and im- 
migration, extended the quota sys- 
tem to all Asian countries, gave a 
preference to immigrants with 
special skills and with family con- 
nections in the United States, and 
introduced new qualifications for 
immigration and naturalization 
which were designed to prevent

According to the official sta- 
tionery of that committee, the 
committee had 31 “initiators.” Ac- 


cording to that same official sta- 
tionery, Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg 
was one of those “initiators.” 

This committee prepared a let- 
ter to Congress demanding the re- 
peal of the McCarran Act. A copy 
of that letter was delivered to 
every senator and every repre- 
sentative. 

One of the signatures on that 
letter was that of Dr. Edwin T. 
Dahlberg. 

And yet Dr. Dahlberg tells us 
in the telephone interview we 
have published here today that “T 
have never signed a Communist- 


front petition when I knew it to 


the entrance of those who would | 


be classified as undesirable by any 
sensible and alert government.

He puts a heavy strain on our 


credulity when he asks us to be- 


Among the undesirable were the | 


Communists. 


The new laws also 


were de-| 


signed to facilitate the rapid na- | 
turalization of aliens lawfully in’ 


this country. A previous provision 
making it necessary for an alien 
to file a declaration of naturaliza- 
tion two years before he could re- 
ceive it, was repealed. 

In 1954, due to changing condi- 
tions, further changes were made 
in the act. Formerly, if one had 
committed a misdemeanor involv- 
ing moral turpitude, he was auto- 
matica'ly barred from entering 
this country. But Rep. Walter 
(the “witch hunter,” according to 
the Dahlbergs), explained that 


starvation in Germany had taken 
a ration card were barred from 


with real criminals. Among some 
of these were, said Mr. Walter, 


wives of American soldiers who 


had married abroad. 

The act was enthusiastically 
amended to make the proper ex- 
ceptions in a'l such cases. 

How much more humane and 
considerate and generous could 
our immigration laws be? The let- 
ter and spirit of these immigra- 
tion laws have always welcomed 
to this blessed land as many peo- 
ple from every part of the earth 
as we thought we could make 
provision for. The exceptions have 
been, and are, the anarchists and 
Communists, whose religion is the 
destruction of orderly _ society. 
Our immigration laws are de- 
signed to keep every one of the 
scoundre!s out of this country that 
we can keep out. ‘ 

Now back to Dr. Dahlberg. 

We shall not get him confused 
and mixed up in all the immigra- 
tion acts that have been. passed. 
We shall keep the record straight. 

He is involved in the McCarran 
Act of 1950, not in later acts, 

Very well; what did the McCar- 
ran Act.of 1950 provide? As we 
have already seen (and in its 
historical context), the McCarran 
Act -previded for: 

The registration of Communists 
and Communist-front organiza- 
tions; for 

The internment of Communists 
during national. emergencies; and 

Prohibited employment of Com- 
munists in national defense work. 

The act also prohibited from 
entry into the United States any- 
one. who had been a member of a 
totalitarian organization. 

Now what is so wrong about 
that act? :

Now, I do not charge Dr. Dahl- 


berg with being a Communist 
sympathizer. But I do ask Dr. 
Dahlberg, and I would ask the 


angel Gabriel, this: 

How could it be possible for Dr. 
Dahlberg to give more aid and 
encouragement to downright Com- 
munist propaganda than he gave 
in these three cases—to mention 
but three of a long list—without 
taking a position in a picket !ine? 
In these three cases Dr. Dahlberg, 
apparently, did what he was re- 
quested to do. All of his influence 
and prestige was on the side of 
Harry Bridges and against the 
efforts of the government to de- 
port him; was on the side of the 
haters of the McCarran Act and 
against the Congress that had 
adopted it in the interests of the 
security of the American people, 
and was on the sife of the “‘com- 
munistic subversive’’ committee 
working to get Earl Browder out 
of the penitentidry and against 
the Attorney General who was 
trying to keep him in there.

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ment, the F. B. 1., the courts and 
juries are always wrong; the Har- 
ry Bridges, the’ screamers and 
yellers against the McCarran Act, 
and the Earl Browders, are al- 
ways right. 

And what is true of Dr. Dahl- 
berg is true, as everybody who 
knows anything about it ‘knows, 
of the majority of the leaders of 
the National’Council of Churches. 

As to these Communists. being 
“persecuted” for their “political 
and economic opinions,” their po- 
litical and economic opinions de- 
mand the destruction of | the 
American Republic and the sub- 
stitution therefore of Communist 
despotism. I for one don’t get 
worked up over Communists’ being 
“persecuted” for their “political 
and economic opinions.” 

But Dr. Dahlberg makes an in- 
credible admission. He says that 
he “never signed a petition which 
I knew to be sponsored by a Com- 
munist-front group.” 

What kind of a group did he 
believe was sponsoring the effort 
to block the Federal Government’s 
efforts to send Harry Bridges back 
to Australia? 

What kind of a group did he 
believe was sponsoring the effort 
to destroy the McCarran Act? 

What kind of a group did he 
believe was sponsoring the effort 
to get the general secretary of 
the Communist Party out of the 
Federal penitentiary? 

In view of the facts, Dr. Dahl- 
berg—to be-as charitable as we 
can with him—tells everybody 
that when it comes to this inter- 
national effort of the Communists 
to wreck all the orderly govern- 
ments of the earth and destroy 
the Christian religion, that he, 
Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg, is as gen- 
tle and naive and innocent as 
Mary’s little lamb asleep on the 
steps of the Little Red School- 
house. 

And yet Dr. Dahlberg heads an 
organization which claims the sole 
right to speak for all the Baptist 
and Protestant churches in the 
United States! A great many 
Christian people in this country 
don’t have any more sense than 
to believe that if the president of 
the National Council of Churches 
is as sheepheaded as Dr. Dahlberg 
unwittingly admits that he is, the 
organization he represents and 
speaks for is as irresponsible and 
gullible as he is; otherwise he 
wouldn’t be its president, 


And the most serious aspect of 
the matter is that every president 
of the National Council has had the 
identical attitude toward Com- 
munist propaganda that Dr. Dahl- 
berg’s record shows him to have. 
The same thing was true of the 
old Federal Council officials. 


Would you be willing to be a 
passenger on a steamship across 
the Atlantic if you knew that the 
captain knew no more about the 
dangers and perils of the sea than 
Dr. Dahlberg unwittingly admits 
that he knows about the nature, 
aims, and methods of Commun- 
ism? 

I say this amazing guillibility 
is characteristic of Nationa] Coun- 
cil leaders. Before the Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee in Wash- 
ington in July, 1953, Bishop Ox- 
nam admitted that it was probable 
that he was a sucker on the Com- 
munist mailing lists. 


Now it isn’t nice to see a man 
who has been blown up by publici- 
ty as one of the most brilliant 
and capable religious leaders in 
the United States sit before the 
whole country and admit that he 
is a sucker for Communist propa- 
ganda. Here are the words that 
were spoken, as reported by the 
official reporters: 


Rep. Clardy: Let me tell you 
something that prompted my ques- 
tion. We have a lot of sworn testi- 
mony to the effect that many 
good people have been placed on 
what they call a “sucker list” and 
that they use those names either 
by notification or otherwise and it 
has just occurred to me in view 
of your statement that your name 
got on one of those “sucker lists.” 
I will ask you if you do not agree 
that that is a tenable theory. 


Bishop Oxnam: It seems to me 
that might well be so when deal- 
ing with people who have no mor- 
ality that they will do anything 
that tends to their ends. 


I was sitting within 10 feet of 
the bishop when he made that ex- 
traordinary admission. It came as 
quite a shock to his enthusiastic 
followers who filled the Senate 
caucus room where the hearing 
was being held.

According to Dr. Dahlberg, all 
the charges against the National 
Council and its leaders originate 
with a handful of malcontented 
mercenaries he refers to as “apos- 
tles of discord who exploit and 
thrive on controversy.”

He got it from Ralph Lord Roy’s 
book, Apostles of Discord, which 
was published by the Beacon Press 
of Boston in 1953. In this book, 
Mr. Roy brands about everybody 
but the National Council,, Father- 
hood-o f-G o d-and-Brotherhood-of- 
Man, and the Gentlemen Funda- 
mentalist preachers as “apostles 
of discord.” The Tribune and its 
editor were so classified. 

Where did Mr. Roy get most 
of his material for his book? He 
tells us himself. He says that he 
got a great part of it from the 
Friends of Democracy, and par- 
ticularly Leon M. Birkhead. “Of 
the many organizations and or- 
ganizational officials who have 
supplied me with valuable mater- 
ial,” Mr. Roy tells us in his pref- 
ace, “several merit special credit:

Birkhead, president of the Friends 
of Democracy, said the following: 


“During recent years, the re- 
search department of Friends of 
Democracy under my direction has 
helped to produce books which 
have made a tremendous dent on 
the thinking of America. 

“The first of these was, Under 
Cover, by John Roy Carlson, fol- 
lowed by his The Plotters. These 
books sold almost a million copies 
and. have been widely quoted and 
imitated. 

“Add to the list Henry Hoke’s 


Black Mail, and It’s a Secret and| 


E. A. Piller’s Time Bomb—all of 
them best sellers. 

And now we have the current 
best seller, Apostles of Discord, 


‘by Ralph Lord Roy. 


“ALL OF THE AFOREMEN-

And now, who is Dr. Birkhead? 

As a young man he was in the 
Methodist ministry. He became a 
Unitarian. For more than 25 years 
Birkhead has snéered and scoffed 
at the Christian faith and its min- 
isters. He helped’ Sinclair Lewis 
write his Elmer Gantry, which is 
a gutter attack on the ministry. 
Birkhead has become so notorious 
that he*has cven been blacklisted 
by the Anti-Defamation League. 
When a man gets too radical for 
the Anti-Defamation outfit, 
Khrushchev is a shrinking violet 
when compared to him. 

Dr. Birkhead says that he and 
his Friends of Democracy staff 
helped John Roy Carlson manufac- 


ture his Under Cover. 

Who is John Roy Carlson? 

John Roy Carlson’s Under Cover 
was the book that the Walter 
Winchells, the Birkheads and all 
the radi¢als of this country 
whooped up as a book almost as 
much in the interest of the Amer- 
ican people as the Constitution of 
the United States. This John Roy 
Carlson, according to that yelling 
crowd, was a guardian of our lib- 
erties. 

In September, 1946, George 
Washington Robinett, executive 
secretary of the Church League of 
America, brought a libel suit in 
Federal court in Chicago against 
Carlson and his publishers, E. P.

He admitted that his 
real name is Avedis Derounian.

you are ever saved, it seems to me 
that it will be in spite of all the. 
resisting you can do. 


“IT am waiting for time to con- 
sider this question, and as soon 
as I consider it long enough, I am 
going to decide.” Let me say to 
you at this point, you have al- 
it, and all the 
preachers wait for, and the angels 
of God wait for, is for you to 
act upon the decision. You have al- 
ready decided that it is right to 
do right, and wrong to do wrong, 
and the decision does not amount 
to anything until the man says, 
“IT will act upon my decision.” 

I might decide to go home, 
but I would die right here unless 
I acted on this decision, Then I 
don’t consider a question decided, 
in any sense, until it is decided 
in the sense that I act upon the 
decision. I speak it reverently be- 
fore my brethren of the ministry, 
and my brethren in Christ, God 
Himself cannot help a man to be 
good until the man decides to take 
Christ into his heart, and starts 
out on his decision. My theology 
is this (and I haven’t got much, 
but thank God, I’ve got enough 
to keep me straight if I keep up 
with it), that God Almighty can’t 
make any Christ-rejecting man 
good, and the Devil can’t make 
any man bad who lets Christ have 
His way. God can help me to be 
good and the Devil can help me to 
be bad. If God could arbitrarily 
make any man good, He would 
make all men good, for He wishes 
us all to be good. And if the Devil 
could arbitrarily make any one 
bad, he would make us all bad, 
because he wants us al! bad. If 
you want to be good, the Lord 
will help you. God will not help a 
man to be good unless the man 
decides to be good and opens his 
heart to Jesus Christ. 

Whenever a man chooses to be 
good, he turns to Christ and God 
throws the deciding point on the 
man’s will—“whosoever will’; you. 
choose this day and say, “I choose 
to do good,” and then you can 
command the resources of God’s 
omnipotence and love; but until 
you decide to do good, God Him- 
self cannot help you to be good. 
That is common sense and theo- 
logy. I do believe you can mix’ 
common sense and Christianity, 
and when you do mix it, it makes 
a mighty good compound. Com- 
mon sense and Christianity mixed 
make a man who loves God and 
humanity. 


Waiting to Understand the 
Bible Better 


But you say to me, “I am not 
waiting for time to consider this. 
I am troubled ‘about the mys- 
teries of the Bible. I-am waiting 
until I can understand the Bible.” 
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No one is fool enough to choose 
war instead of peace. For in peace 
sons. bury fathers, but in war 
fathers bury sons.e—Herodotus. 


What Wait I For? 


Well, brother, I have been a fol- 
‘ower of Jesus~ Christ for many 
years, and there are many things 
I do not understand, and I thank 
God for it. If I could understand 
all of it, I would know that some 
one with no*more sense than I 
wrote it. But I tell you the hard- 
est, steepest part of the Bible 
is where the Ten Commandments 
are given to man and, thank God, 
both you and I can understand 
them. There is no mystery there. 
Jesus said, “If any man will do 


my will, he shall know the doc- 
trine.” You watch the Ten Com- 
mandments and belie#e on the 


Lord Jesus Christ, and you need 
not worry about the mysteries in 
the Bible. 


“There Is too Much to 
Give Up” 

But you say again, “I am not 
troubled about the mysteries of 
the Bible. I'll tell you what I’m 
waiting for. I am waiting for bet- 
ter terms. I tell you the terms 
and conditions of salvation are 
mighty tough, when a man has to 
give up everything.” But I say to 
you, a man has to give up mighty 
litt!e, and he gets a great deal in 
return. I am glad the terms are 
just what they are. I am very 
glad the good Lord will never 
take a man into His kingdom un- 
til that man decides to cease to do 
evil and learns to do well. Sup- 
pose the Lord had said to me 
when I was seeking religion, “You 
need not give up drinking. You 
can be my child, and drink on.” 
I would be in a drunkard’s grave 
this minute if He had said that. 
I am so glad I threw down .-the 
cup and said to my Lord, “I have 
drunk my last drop.” 


I am so glad that God Almighty 


does not take a man into the 
kingdom until he has given up 
everything that could disgrace 


him in the world, or damn him in 
eternity. I am not going to say 
some things were not hard for me 
to give up. But I will say this 
much. I have heard some people 
talk about sacrifices, but I say, 
“Blessed Saviour! I have never 
made a sacrifice to Thee, and to- 
day I can say it with the con- 
sciousness that there is not a 
cross for me in serving Thee.” I 
used to sing, “Simply to the cross 
I cling.” 

I have sung that many a time 
‘and I thank God for the privilege 
‘of singing it. But now my song 
all the day is, “Safe in the arms 
of Jesus.” 


It is a prostrate and a recumb- 
ent and a resting position. Sacri- 
fice! Fourteen years ago I emptied 
a whole lot of dirt out of my 
ipockets, and God filled them with 
diamonds. Think of me _ going 
‘around saying, “I had~to give 
away a whole lot of dirt for dia- 
monds.” Isn’t that a nice thing 
'to give up? Isn’t that a sacrifice 
‘to make? I gave up dancing, I 
igave up dram-drinking, and I gave 
‘up profanity. I gave up every- 
‘thing that my preacher said was 
‘wrong. In place of that, joy and 
ipeace in this world and an ever- 
lasting home in the world 
‘come are mine. Was that a sac- 
'rifice? Suppose I danced, drank, 
and enjoyed the world, and as I 
walked through the lurid flames 
of damnation with some poor, lost 
fellow like myself, I would say 
to him, “I could have gone to 
‘Heaven, but I would not give up 
dancing. I am in Hell forever, but 
I danced with more pretty girls, 
and drank more champagne, and 
had more fun than many you ever 
saw.” 


“T am waiting for better terms! 
I am waiting unti! God_lets the 
terms down, so I can curse.-a little 
when I get mad, and drink a lit- 
tle when I go fishing or at Christ- 
mas time, or when a snake bites 
me; dance a little and indulge 
in other worldly pleasures.

I cheerfully 
obeyed, going from seat to seat, 
looking to the right and to the 
left. As I eame té a bearded old 
man, God>seemed to indicate that 
this was the one. 

“Where are you going, 
inquired. 

“T’m going to Alaska,” 
plied. 

“A man of your 
Alaska?” 

“Yes, sir!” 

We began talking, and I sug- 
gested that he should come with 
me into my coach where we could 
be more alone. He followed. He 
had been a janitor of a large 
church in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
for forty. years. He retired at the 
age of seventy, and having saved 
$40,000, he gave back to the 
church $35,000 and kept. the 
$5,000. Then he went into a far 
country, even Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, and lived very much like 
the prodigal son! He went the 
limit, and I can say that without 
reservation. 'The result of the visit 
was that I led him to Christ, and 
gave him instruction how to live 
the Christian life, and left -some 
good literature. This was a defi- 
nite leading of the Holy Spirit. 
He can lead others the same way. 
Will YOU allow Him to lead you 
day by day? 

God wants Christians whom He 
can trust to obey Him without 
question and do it promptly. Can. 
God trust you to obey HIM? 


I have sometimes asked haw 
many in an audience have won 
a soul to Christ during the past 
twelve months? Usually it aver- 
ages from two to five per cent. 
Sometimes less than that. 

The soul winner must know 
that soul winning is very im- 
portant in the mind of God. We 
need to have respect for God's 
commission; allow it to become 
our MISSION,. and never allow 
it to become an omission. Soul: 
winning is more important than 
sermons, than teaching a lesson in 
Sunday School (important as these 
are), and surely more important 
than mere social conversation or 
discussions on biblical themes. 

Effective witnesses for Christ 
need patience with those who gain- 
say, endurance in the struggle 
with a soul, and grace to con- 
tinue when men appear to become 
contrary to the truth in. our. pre- 
sentation.

No one can do 
our work for us, and that work, 
you may be sure, is not to criti- 
cize. 


Waiting to Feel Like Coming 
to Christ 


But another man says, “I am 
not. waiting. for the church to. get 
right. The Lord knows the church 
is too good for me as it is. Ill 
tell you what I’m waiting for. I 
am waiting for feeling. As soon 


as I have ‘feeling I'll tell you 
plainly, I am _ going into the 
church,” 


You remind me of the man who 
stands on the roadside with his 
back against a large tree, on a 
frosty morning, with his axe rest- 
ing against his. knee. I walk up 
to him and say, “Good-morning, 
my friend. What are you going to 
do?”’ 

He replies, “I am going to cut 
down this tree.” 


“Why don’t you get at it?” I 
ask him. 
“Tm walling: till I began to 


sweat.’ 

“Why don’t you begin to cut 
and then you'll begin to sweat?” 

He says, “I am not going to cut 
a lick until I begin to sweat,” and 
the stands there and freezes to | 
death. What would you do with | 
a fellow like that? 


Feeling, in a spiritual sense, is 
what perspiration is in a physical 
sense. Both come from activity. 
You say to me, “If I come up 
and join the church, and don’t feel 
like doing it, I will be a hypocrite. 
If I do a thing without feeling 
like doing it, I am a hypocrite.” 
That’s the way you talk. 

Look here, doctor, when you 
were sent ior at midnight the 
other night, you had been at work 
all day, and had lost a great deal 
of sleep for several nights. When 
the summons came to go to a 
very sick patient, you got up and 
rubbed your eyes and said, “Wife, 
I declare I don’t feel like-going.” 
But you got out of bed, dressed 
yourself, went to see the patient 
and relieved the suffering. Were 
vou a hypocrite? You did not feel 
like going, put you went like a 
true man, and did your duty. 
Were. you a hypocrite? Sister, 
when you got up this morning, 
you did not feel like getting up, 
much less like going to the kitchen 
and cooking breakfast for your 
husband and children and getting 
the children off to school. But you 
got up, anyway and went on to 
your. work the best you could. 
Were you a hypocrite? No! You 
deserved a great dea! more credit 
for getting up and doing the thing 
that seemed so. hard to do than 
if vou had felt like doing it. 


“T am waiting for feeling! J 


am. not going to do a thing until 


I get feeling.” Well, now, if that’s 
what you want, I can prescribe 
for you, and: I can bring out feel- 
ing on you before ten o’clock in 
the. morning. 

Here’s old Brown, he stole a 
sheep last night. Yonder it is in 
his. pen today. He stole it and 
says, “I. know IL stole that sheep. 
I know it was not right, and if I 
could just feel it was wrong to

“Will that get feeling?” Brown 
asks. 

“You do as I tell you, and if

Old Brown shoulders the: sheep, 
and takes it down the big road. 
When he passes Johnson’s. house, 
Johnson's wife is in the yard. She 
says, “O husband, there’s old 
Brown carrying that sheep back 
that he stole from Smith. Yonder 
Me goes; do you see him?” Old 
Brown hears that and passes on 
by Mr. Green’s house. Mr. Green’s 
little boy is out at the front gate; 
he sees old Brown and says, “O 
mama, run. here; here goes old 
Brown with that sheep of Mr. 
Smith’s on his shoulder. He is 
taking it back.” Brown. hears 
that, too. By and by he walks up 
to. Smith’s house, and Smith and 
his wife are sitting on the front 
porch. He walks up to the front 
step, lets the sheep down, and 
says, “Mr. S-s-smith, h-h-here’s 
y-y-your sh-sheep.” 

He has got feeling now. God 
bless him! And if you want feel- 
ing, my brother, you go and con- 
fess that sin that you committed. 
go and take that sheep back, and 
you'll get it. If you want feeling, 
you go around the city in which 
you live and try to undo the bad 
deed you have done, and you'll 
not go very far before you will 
feel in your heart, “I know I am 
the meanest man God ever made.” 

Oh, that we realized that we 
need principle, not feeling. Feel- 
ing is the lowest element in re- 
ligion—away down, the ground 
stratum. Feeling! Principle! Those 
are the two things. that move 
men—feeling and #rinciple. I will 
show you the difference. 

Here is feeling. There is a sail- 
ing ship; she starts out in a full 
breeze, under full sail. Watch her. 
She is going twelve miles an hour. 
She gets out into mid-ocean; the 
wind ceases, and there she lies 
for six weeks. She does not move 
half a mite. What’s the matter? 
No wind! She can only move when 
the wind blows. And what is prin- 
ciple? Look at the ocean steamer; 
she weighs anchor and moves out. 
When the wind blows, she spreads 
her wings, and she is going fifteen 
miles an hour. By and by the 
wind ceases, the engineer pulls the 
throttle wide open, and she runs 
her fowrteen knots, whether the 
wind blows or not. That’s prin- 
ciple! Princip!e is a firm resolution 
to do right which nothing can 
break. Trust in Christ for salva- 
tion and land safe in the haven 
of eternal rest. 


“Waiting Until I Get Fit to 
Come to Christ” 

Another says, “I am not wait- 
ing for feeling. I'll tell you what 
I’m looking for. I am not fit to 
come to Christ. I am not fit to be 
a Christian. I am waiting to. get 
fit,” and he makes that a reason 
why he does not come to Christ. 
He does not know that his accept- 
ance is the only thing that com- 
mends him to Christ. If he thought 
he was fit to come, .Christ would 
not have him. He said, “I came 
not to cal! the righteous, but sin- 
ners to repentance” (Luke 5:32). 
“This is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners+ of whom I am 
chief’ (I Tim. 1:15). When it 
comes to the plea of want of fit- 
ness, the most intelligent lawyer 
and the humblest laboringman are 
on the same level. You ask the 
most intelligent lawyer why he 
doesn’t come into the church and 
serve God, and he will say, “Be- 
cause I am not fit.’”’ You ask the 
most ignorant man the same ques- 


tion, and he will reply, “I ain’t 
fitten.” So, after all, the only 
difference between them is their 
grammar. 


It reminds me of a poor fel- 
low who is starving to death. A 
man walks up to him, takes him 


by the hand, and leads him into 
a room where the table is set for 
a meal. He asks the poor fellow 
if he is hungry and he says, “I 
was never hungrier in my life.” 
The friend tells him that there 
is a table laden with every lux- 
ury, and that he is to sit down and 
eat. But the man hesitates and 
says he cannot eat. When asked 
why, he says his hands are not 
fit. But you show him the soap, 


water, and towels and tel! him 
to wash his hands. He tells you 
they are not fit to be washed, 


and he stands there and starves to 
death. Now, what are you going 
to do with him? There is an old 
sinner out there, and I say, 
“Friend, come up and join the 
ranks of God today.” But he says, 
“T am not fit.’”” And when I ask 
him to come and get fit, he says, 
“IT ain’t fitten to get fit,” and 
stands there and starves to death 


spiritually, out of the kingdom 
of God. 
Another man says, “I know I 


am not fit. 1 can see it, and my 
wife sees it, and my neighbors see 
it. My heart is harder now and 
my will is more obdurate than it 
was.” The truth of the business 
is, there’s no use in putting up 


such a story as that.

“IT Am Afraid I Cannot 
Hold Out” 


Another man says, “A man 
ought not to talk about getting 
‘fit, for the Lord knows we are 
all ‘unfit.’ That’s the reason we 
are where we are today. But Ill 
tell you what I’m waiting for; 
I am waiting till I get enough 
religion to take me through to 
Heaven before I start at all, for 
Ill tell you, I have seen the be- 
ginning and ending of so many 
religious lives that I am afraid 
to start on so small a capital. I 
have been right there many a 
time in my thoughts. Oh, how it 
troubled me to think I had joined 
the church, and might run well the 
Christian race for a while, like 
some men I had seen, then quit. 
That bothered me a great deal, 
and that is a stumbling block to 
a great many men.” You say, 
“Whenever I get religion enough 
to take me through before I start, 
then I am going to start. But 
I’m afraid to start for fear I can- 
not hold out.” Let me illustrate 
this for you. 


Some years ago I was going up 
to Cartersville, my home, fifty 
miles above Atlanta. Just before 
the train started, I walked out 
around the locomotive that was 
to pull the train to Cartersville, 
and as I looked at it I saw the 
engineer oiling up. Just before 
leaving time, the engineer looked 
up at the fireman and said, “Have 
you got steam enough to start 
with?” The fireman replied, “Yes.”’ 
I peeped around and saw he had 
only seventy-five or eighty pounds 
of steam. I looked back at those 
six or eight coaches and looked 
at that steam gauge and thought, 
“This engineer, going to leave 
this city with one hundred and 
thirty-eight miles of up-and-down 
grade between here and Chat- 
tanooga, with eighty pounds -of 
steam!”’ I knew the boiler would 
hold one hundred ‘and eighty 
pounds pressure to the square 
inch, and I didn’t know what that 
engineer meant. But in a minute 
or two he rolled the engine back, 
coupled on to the passenger coach- 
es, and pulled out toward his des- 
tination. The bell rang, and ‘the 
engineer pushed his lever forward 
and pulled his throttle open, and 
the engine began to move. As we 
turned a curve, close to the Chat- 
tahoochee River, seven miles out 
of Atlanta, I put my head out 
and saw the safety valve blow 
out, and the engine blowing off. 
She had more steam than she 
could hold. I said to myself, “The 
engineer never asked the fireman 
if he had steam énough to run 
to the river, seven miles, or to 
Marietta, twenty miles, or Car- 
tersville, fifty miles, or to Chat- 
tanooga, one hundred. and thirty- 
eight miles, but he asked the fire- 
man if he had enough steam fo 
start with.” 


After we moved on, I got to 
thinking, “Suppose ‘that engine 
had stayed in Atlanta until she 
got steam enough to run to Car- 
tersville, or to Chattanooga? He 
would have blown that engine into 
ten thousand pieces. “But she 
started off with eighty pounds’ 
pressure, and generated steam 
faster in running ,.than she could 
by standing still. Before we got 
seven miles out of the city, we had 


standing still. Every one of us has 
grace enough to make a start. All 
that I had was’ the sense that I 
was lost, and: the promise that 
Christ would save one who trusted 
Him, 1 promised my dying father 
I would quit my sins, take Christ 
and go with him to Heaven. That 
was all. 

I ask you now, is it right for 
us to wait for time to consider, 
to wait until we can. solve the 
mysteries of the Bible, to wait 
for better terms, to wait for the 
churches to get right, to wait for 
feeling, to wait till we are. fit, 
or to wait until:-we can get enough 
religion to carry us clear through? 
Can’t we make up our minds and 
say with the text, “What wait I 
for? My hope is in thee’? 


My Hope Is in Christ 
Thank God, my hope is in Him! 
If my hope was in stocks and 
bonds, and I had all the world 
could give, those stocks and bonds 
might take unto themsélves wings 
and fly away from me, and then 
my hope would be gone forever.

For nearly thirty 
years my.mother has been buried 
away from the sight of human 
eyes. Suppose my hope was in 
my father, my father who has 
been buried so many years.

The time might come when I 
would kiss the cold lips. of my 
last child in ‘the world, and my 
hope would bé gone forever. Sup-' 
pose my hope was in preachers. 
The time might come when every 
one of them would turn his back. 
on me and forsake me, then my 
hope would be gone, Suppose my 
hope was in the church. The time 
might come ‘when the church 
would drive me from her pews 
and forbid me to-enter her doors, 
then my hope would be vanished 
forever. Suppose my hope was in 
my friends around me. Those 
friends might depart and leave me. 

But, thank God, my hope is not 
in wife, or children, or neighbors, 
or church, or preachers; I can 
say with the psalmist, “My hope 
is in God!” When I started they 
‘Old fellow, you are 


mighty weak.” 

I said, “I know that, but my 
hope is in God.” 

They said, “You are as frail 


as a bruised reed, and you will 
have a thousand trials in your 
pathway.” 

I said, “I know how frail I am, 
but my hope is in God.” 

Oh, brother, let God take your 
hand in His, and then all will be 
well for time.and for eternity. 

The cross of Jesus Christ is the 
grand remedial agency of the 
world. 

When I get to Heaven and my 
loved ones congratulate me on my 
trip, if my father says, “I am glad 
you kept your promise tome, 
and made the trip in safety,” I 
shall tell them I had very little 
to do with it, and shall ask them 


to show me my Saviour who 


sought me, a .poor wandering 
heep, and when He found me, 

r, starved, and tired, and lost, 
He didn’t scold me, He didn’t up- 
braid me, He didn’t take a club 
and beat me, but He came to me 
and put His arms around me, and 
brought me safe to the gates of 
Heaven.
